A recent issue of the American Security Council’s 
monthly publication “Washington Report” contains a 
review of a most important book on the subject of detente 
and peace. 
Entitled Peace Endangered: The Reality of Detente 
(Sage Publications, 1976), the book is written by Dr. R. J. 
Rummel, a professor at the University of Hawaii. He was 
the principal investigator for a study which used 
sophisticated computer techniques to analyze the causes 
of war. The results refute the theories which underlie the 
policy of detente followed by Dr. Henry Kissinger. 
Hummel's computers demolish two assumptions of 
detente, 1) that cooperative behavior patterns between 
nations correlate with reduced likelihood of conflict, and 
2)that restraining military power will reduce tensions and 
the risk of war. Not so. Using a computer study of almost 
20,000 cases of bilateral interaction between countries, 
the conclusion reached is that we cannot hope to buy 
friendship with the Soviets or anyone else with deals, 
agreements, give-aways, or cultural exchanges. And as 
to seeking peace by reducing our military spending, Dr. 
Rummel maintains: “Peace results from political 
dominance — a dominance not alone in military 
capability, but also in the strength of a nation’s interests 
and the force of its will. Restraint of American military 
capability and elaboration of the virtues and peaceful 
consequences of detente have devitalized the interests 
and crippled the will which has sustained peace: The 
balance of power thereby has been seriously altered, and 
as a result war is more likely, not less. ” 
These conclusions Dr. Rummel backs up with a sober 
warning about the growth of Soviet military power: “Our 
ability to deter a Soviet first strike is rapidly 
deteriorating. And around I980vand perhaps as early as 
1977, the Soviets will have a preclusive first strike 
capability.” 
Dr. Rummel’s findings should be studied by all 
Americans, and especially by the two presidential 
candidates.

NOAH’S ARK

The 20th Century < .>3 seen 
many attacks challenging the 
historical accuracy of the Bible 
However, scientific advances 
may actually provide modern 
proof of biblical revelations. 
Scientists’ examinations of the 
Holy Shroud and expeditions to 
Mt. Ararat appear to have 
confirmed two of the great 
events of the Scriptures: the 
crucifixioh of Christ and the 
landing of Noah’s Ark. 
Some 14,000 feet high up on 
Mt. Ararat in eastern Turkey i«a 
giant wooden ship, portions of 
which have been seen by about 
200 people in the last century. 
How did it get there? There is 
no nearby source of timber. No 
trees grow on this mountain or 
within a hundred miles of the 
ship 
It is not logical that any an­ 
cient civilization would build an 
immense rectangular wooden 
vessel, thought to be about 450 
feet long, 75 feet wide and 45 feet 
high, near the top of a high, 
barren mountain peak. 
Mt. Ararat is inaccessible for 
many reasons. Not only is it an 
icy and difficult mountain to 
climb, but it is located in a 
restricted military zone close to 
the Turkish-Russian border, just 
40 miles from a Soviet missile 
base. 
The Turkish minister of the 
interior has banned most of the 
expeditions that have sought to 
climb Mt. Ararat in the last six 
years to examine the ark. 
The 
Russians are very 
suspicious and will not let any 
American 
airplanes 
or 
helicopters fly over Mt. Ararat, 
being convinced that they would 
be part of an espionage plot. 
A few expeditions have 
reached the ark on foot and 
brought back pieces of wood that 
scientists tell us date from the 
time of Noah. Biblical scholars 


generally agree that the Great 
Flood occurred about 5,000 
years ago. 
The 
French 
archaeologist 
Fernand Navarra made several 
expeditions 
up Mt. 
Ararat 
beginning in 1952, when he found 
a large mass of dark wood 
< ii bedded in the glacier about 
: 3,000 feet high. 
In 1955 and 19«, Navarra 
brought back timbers found in 
the ice of Mt. Ararat. They were 
examined by Nobel Prize winner 
Dr. Melvin A. Cook, who con- 
chided that the wood was of the 
right age to have been Noah’s 
Ark. 
Among the five pieces of 
planking that Navarra brought 
hack was a five-foot beam that 
had been 
hand-hewn and 
squared, and had mortise and 
tenon joints. The beam matched 
die wood recovered from the ark 
by James Bryce in 1876. * 
The Center of Forestry 
Research and Analysis in Paris 
confirmed that the wood was 
white oak and had an age of 
about 4,500 years. It is a type of 
white oak that grows only in the 
Mediterranean region where 
Noah is believed to have built 
the ark. Other wood experts also 
estimate the age of the wood to 
be about 5,000years. 
In 1973 Thomas B. Turner of 
the McDonnell Douglas Co. in St. 
Louis told of an earth resources 
technology 
satellite(ERTS) 
photograph 
that 
possibly 
showed Noah’s Ark in the same 
quadrant on ML Ararat where 
previous ground explorers had 
found the hand-hewn timbers. 
The search for Noah’s Ark 
continues to be a fascination to 
many people, including Dr. John 
Montgomery who has climbed 
Mt. Ararat many times. He and 
Tom 
Crosser, 
who 
has 
photographed 
the gunwale 
planking of the ark’s bow in the 
ice near the top of Mt Ararat, 
are convinced that civilization 
was saved, just as the Bible 
teaches, by Noah and his ark at 
the time of the Great Flood. 
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“. . . and so this year the big mover was weapons.’

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Taxpayers Sweeten Gamblers' Pots

WASHINGTON - Gambling is 
the nation’s most lucrative busi­ 
ness, with a staggering $67 
billion annual turnover, the 
largest source of revenue for 
organized crime. Yet last year, 
the Treasury Dept, didn’t start a 
tax audit on a single gambler. 
tt permitted literally hundreds 
of millions of dollars in gambling 
taxes to go inpaid The honest 
taxpayers, of course, were re­ 
quired to m ake up the 
difference. 
th e gambling tax laws 
weren’t enforced last year, it 
tu rn s out, b ecau se of 
bureaucratic buck passing. Two 
of the Treasury’s enforcement 
agencies, the Internal Revenue 
Service and the Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms, 
waited all year for each other to 
do the investigative work. 
The snafu developed in 
December, 1974 Previously, the 
IRS had the responsibility to see 
that gamblers paid their wager­ 
ing taxes. Hie law requires pro­ 
fessional gamblers to buy a $509 
occupational tax stamp each 
year and to pay a 2 per cent ex­ 
cise tax on their take. 
But IRS Gonmuarioner Donald 
Alexander, curiously, wanted to 
shift, the responsibility to ATF, 
which has no tax specialists. This 
was opposed by the IRS in­ 
telligence director, John 
Obewski, whose agents have the 


skills to nail the tax-evading 
gamblers. 
Then in late December, 1974 
(Hzewski took a vacation. While 
he was gone, Alexander signed a 
memo authorizing the transfer. 
He also persuaded Treasury 
Secretary William Simon to 
make it official. 
That ended the enforcement of 
the gambling tax laws for the 
next year. The Justice Dept got 
900 gambling convictions in 1975. 
State and local authorities made 
another 13,000 arrests, more or 
less. Almost all the convicted 
gamblers owed back taxes. 
The Justice Dept routinely 
forwarded the cases to the IRS 
for tax assessment But the IRS 
ignored them all last year. Alex­ 
ander claimed that ATF had the 
responsibility to investigate the 
failure of these gamblers to pay 
their wagering tax«. 
Justice complained bitterly 
that the IRS wasn’t cooperatng 
An internal Justice memo 
charged that the IRS wasn’t 
even bothering to keep statistics 
on strike force gambling cases. 
Finally, Rep. Charles Vanik, 
D.-Ohio, who heads the Hotae 
IRS oversight subcommittee, 
brought the problem to Simon’s 
attention. The Treasury Secre­ 
tary ttnmediatety ordered the 
BIS to continue their tax assess­ 
ment responsibility for 197$. 
Some shocking statistics dra­ 


matize, meanwhile, how the 
gamblers are defying the law. 
The definition of a gambler is 
somewhat vague under the law. 
But with certain exceptions, any­ 
one who earns more than $600 a 
.year from gambling is supposed 
to pay the special gambling 
taxes. 
Yet across the nation, only 
1,297 gamblers have purchased 
their federal occupational 
stamp, if these figures are to he 
believed, there are only three 
professsonal gamblers in New 
York, only three in Florida. 
There are none at all in Arizona, 
Colorado, Connecticut Hawaii 
and New Jersey. Even the gam­ 
bling state of Nevada has only 
120 registered gamblers. 
Clearly, there are wholesale 
violations. IRS now has the 
responsibility for tax assessment. 
ATF still is supposed to take the 
criminal cases. Neither agency 
is doing its job. They blame one 
another, and both blame the 
Treasury Dept. 
Meanwhile, the IRS has been 
hounding honest citizens for 
back taxes while the gamblers 
escaped enforcement and 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
slipped through the Treasury’s 
fingers. 
Footnote: tt is possible that the 
IRS audited the taxes of some 
gamblers last year as part of its 
income tax audits. There were 
no audits, however, of gambling 
tax cases. The voluntary 
revenue from gambling tax« 
for the first nine months of 1975, 
incidentally, amounted to an in­ 
significant tax rate of le« than 1

WASHINGTON- During the 
political hunting season iwide 
fob«, “sqft money” , is hand 
electioneering currency. 
Actually it’s dues money. By 
the millions. 
Under a recent law there isn’t 
any limit to how much cash can 
be taken from any union’s 
central treasury to be used to 
communicate with 
terts of 
millions of members - and their 
families- to get them out to 
vote.: In today ’s final stretch, the 
war cry, of course, is Jimmy 
Carter and Fritz Mondale. 
So, there wifi be at least four 
million lab« dollars just for the 
final- get-out-the-vote operation 
on election 
day. That’s a 
minimum of $4 million alone for 
labor s 50 “state” federattions. 
Half from George Meany’s 
Committee 
on 
Political 
Education (COPE), matching 
the funds gathered statewide 
from union treasuries. 
“Soft money" shouldn’t be 
confused with “hard money.” 
The latter cash springs from 
voluntary contributions. Some 
unions go for $2 a member which 
theoretically could raise almost 
fSO million. “ Hard money” can 
be contributed to federal can­ 
didates all the way up the line to 
the presidential slate. 
But it's the “soft money” 
which turns American labor - 
especially in this election - into 
the third m aj« party. An in­ 
stant party, fhis is the money 
which pays tor the final effort 
during the final hour before the 
final closing of the polling 
places. ;

car pools, the-babysitters, the 
buddy system reaching for the 
aged, the infirm andull who can 
physically make it to tbe polls on 
Nov. 2. 
Thus, the AFL-CIO building 
here becomes an instant 
national party headquarters <- 
easily a match for the national 
committees of the Democratic 
and Republican parties, and 
Jimmy Carter’s South in Atlanta 
and Plains. 
For example, this “soft 
money” pays for a special pile- 
driving push, with the wham of 
the Cincinnati Re«, in Texas, 
where the lab« strategists 
believe the balance of power 
may be, eiectorally. And soft 
dollars are going for the heavy

such as New York, California, 
New Jersey, Ohio, Penn­ 
sylvania, Indiana, Illinois and 
Missouri, and one spok«man 
said, “We aren’t ov«looking 
Wisconsin, either.”

DETENTE VERSUS 
PEACE 
A recent issue of the American Security Council’s 
monthly publication “Washington Report” contains a 
review of a most important book on the subject of detente 
and peace. 
Entitled Peace Endangered: The Reality of Detente 
< Sage Publications, 1976), the book is written by Dr R. J. 
Rummel, a professor at the University of Hawaii. He was 
the principal investigator for a study which used 
sophisticated computer techniques to analyze the causes 
of war. The results refute the theories which underlie the 
policy of detente followed by Dr. Henry Kissinger. 
Rummel’s computers demolish two assumptions of 
detente, 1) that cooperative behavior patterns between 
nations correlate with reduced likelihood of conflict, and 
2»that restraining military power will reduce tensions and 
the risk of war. Not so. Using a computer study of almost 
20,000 cases of bilateral interaction between countries, 
the conclusion reached is that we cannot hope to buy 
friendship with the Soviets or anyone else with deals, 
agreements, give-aways, or cultural exchanges. And as 
to seeking peace by reducing our military spending, Dr. 
Rummel maintains: 
“Peace results from political 
dominance — a dominance not alone in military 
capability, but also in the strength of a nation’s interests 
and the force of its will. Restraint of American military 
capability and elaboration of the virtues and peaceful 
consequences of detente have devitalized the interests 
and crippled the will which has sustained peace. The 
balance of power thereby has been seriously altered, and 
as a result war is more likely, not less.” 
These conclusions Dr. Rummel backs up with a sober 
warning about the growth of Soviet military power: “Our 
ability 
to deter a Soviet 
first strike is rapidly 
deteriorating. And around 1980, and perhaps as early as 
1977, the Soviets will have a preclusive first strike 
capability.” 
Dr. Rummel’s findings should be studied by all 
Americans, and especially by the two presidential 
candidates.

REGULATORY PLAGUE 
HITS PESTICIDES 
Government regulations could mean the end of some 
pesticide companies. A recent study shows that 40 per 
cent of current research spending in the industry is going 
for “defensive” efforts to meet new regulations, and that 
this figure could rise to 80 per cent.

Mississippi County 
Court proposes tax on 
landfill operations 


CHARLESTON 
- 
The 
Mississippi County Court has 
called a special election for Nov. 
2, at which the voters will be 
asked to approves tax levy of up 
to 10 cents per 8100 assessed 
valuation for operation of a solid 
waste management system. 
The election will be held in 
conjunction with the general 
election, with voting at the same 
polling (daces throughout the 
county. 
County Clerk Arthur Lee 
Goodin said the court is on 
record as planning to levy only 
the amount of tax needed to pay 
for a year’s operation of the 
trash handling system. For the 
current year, he said, expenses 
are running about $4,000 per 
quarter or $16,000 per year. 
If this rate of expenditure 
were to continue, he said a tax 
levy of only four or five cents 
would be needed to support the 
system. 
Goodin explained that the 
county used revenue-sharing 
money to purchase a landfill site 
in Scott County northwest of 
Commerce on Route N. The 
landfill site has been carefully 
engineered and developed, and 
this year received an “ex­ 
ceptional” 
rating from the 
Missouri Department ot Natural 
Resources. 
The Scott County site was 
chosen because of the high 
water 
table 
in 
Mississippi 
County. No Mississippi County . 
site could pass the new state and 
federal requirements, Goodin 
said. 
A full-time operator lives at 
the landfill, Goodin said, and 
keeps it open%>m 8 to 8:30 p. m. 
on weekdays and from 8 to noon 
on Saturdays. 
Earthmoving equipment has 
already been purchased for the

landfill, and a compactor is 
being purchased this year, using 
a 
federal 
community 
development block grant. 
Also to be provided this year 
under the federal grant are a 
number of trash collection sites 
to 
be scattered throughout 
Mississippi County. The County 
Court will have to arrange for 
die collection boxes at these 
sites to be emptied and the trash 
hauled to the landfill. 
Under the proposed county 
plan, cities would still have to 
take care of their own trash 
collection, but could use the 
landffill free of charge. Rural 
residents would have to see that 
their trash was taken to the 
collection boxes throughout the 
county. There would be no home 
pickup for rural areas under the 
proposed plan. 
A complete set of questions 
and answers on the proposed tax 
has been published in an ad­ 
vertisement in the Enterprise- 
Courier this week.

DETROIT (AP) - The U.S. 
Catholic Church, with encour­ 
agement from Pope Paul VI, is 
launching 
an 
unprecedented 
convention to assemble a five- 
year plan of social action for 
America's more than 45 million 
.Catholics. 
The “Call to Action” Confer­ 
ence, a two-year Bicentennial 
project opening today, is billed 
as the most representative na­ 
tional assembly of American 
Roman Catholics in history. 
The 
three-day 
convention, 
sponsored by the National Con­ 
ference of Catholic Bishops and 
hosted by the Archdiocese of 
Detroit, caps a series of local 
and national discussions which 
have sought to identify social 
injustice within the church and 
to propose solutions. 
Some 1,500 bishops, priests, 
religious and lay people are to 
discuss such issues as the role 
of women in the church, the 
church’s political responsibility 
and a call for greater lay parti­ 
cipation in decision-making 
“ Before the world, you are 
humbly 
asserting your con­ 
viction that freedom and justice 
are truly an essential element 
of 
Christ's teaching,” 
Pope 
Paul said in a filmed message 
to be shown to delegates 
Among those attending are 
110 of the nation's 300 bishops, 
said Francis J. Butler, execu­ 
tive director of the NCCB Com­ 
mittee for the Bicentennial.

"Concerns dealing with fami­ 
ly life in America certainly 
were dominant in the con­ 
sultations,” Butler said at a 
briefing Wednesday. “Another 
concern 
deals with com mu 
nication and decision-mak:ng in 
the church. They want to have 
a voice in the church. They 


want the church to be more re­ 
sponsive to their needs." 
One recommendation includes 
a call for the NCCB to “sponsor 
an interpretive study of recent 
papal and episcopal statements 
on the subject of ordination of 
women.” 
Another asks church officials 
to give “ reasons for adminis­ 
trative and policy decisions and 
conduct their affairs in the 
open.” 
Butler 
acknowledged

bishops could veto convention 
decisions at a meeting next 
May in Chicago, but he was op­ 
timistic the church hierarchy
